B U D A P E S T , June 28.— Leon Trot­ 
sky, war minister of the Russian so­ 
viet government, said in a wireless in­ 
terview today that the allied attack 
against Peirograd has been definitely 
beaten off. 
Trotsky made a condition of the in­ 
terview that it should be published lit­ 
erally as he sent it by wireless from 
Moscow. 
As a result, it is necessary 
! to follow Trotsky’s own style in the 
interview, which follows: 
“ Believing this to be an opportunity 
to inform the American public, I am 
answering Dr. Bing’s wireless ques­ 
tions. 
“ The first question is regarding the 
m ilitary situation, 
as it 
affects the 
Russian soviet system. 
“ Reply: M ilitary conditions of the 
soviet at present is unequal on various 
1 fronts. 
Our western front is in a 
large territory which German imper­ 
ialism seized under the pretense of 
liberating small nationalities. 
The 
entente powers are now repeating on 
our western front Germany’s venture, 
which has obliged the newly formed 
Esthonian, Lettish and Lithuanian red 
armies to retreat eastward, 
i 
“ Regarding the southern front, we 
defeated Krassnoff’s army, which ex- 
I isted formerly 
on sustenance 
ftirn- 
j ished by Germany and later on that 
i furnished by entente imperialists.

“ Denikin’s troops 
replaced Krass- 
noff’s. 
English shipping, through the 
{Black Sea ports, abundantly supply 
Denikin. 
But bad it not been for the 
spring floods along the rivers, which 
restrained our offensive, 
the 
soviet, 
forces would have chased Denikin’s 
array into northern Caucasus.”

A T T A C K E D by a strange disease or 


the victims oi a poison plot, An­ 
drew J. Hunter, 37 , Long Beach drug-' 
gist, and his son, Stanley Hunter, aged 
B, are dead at Anaheim under circum­ 
stances that are attracting wide atten­ 
tion of physicians and police officials. 
An effort to ascertain the exact cause 
of death was to be made this afternoon 
at a conference at Anaheim of physi­ 
cians, stale Board 4 
of Health officials, ( 
and the Long Beach chief of police. 
Several physicians and Gavin J. T el­ 
ler, state board of health representa- i 
tive at Los Angeles, have investigated 
the case, but up to this afternoon none 
could conclusively establish whether 
poison or some rare disease had causeu 
the death of father and son.

Illness Halts Trip 
Mr. Hunter, his wife, and 8-year-old ! 
son, Stanley, started by auto last Tues­ 
day from their home in Long Beach to 
Elsinore. 
As they approached 
Ana­ 
heim Mr. Todd had a chill and became 
so ill that they stopped in Anaheim 
and took rooms at a hotel. 
Shortly 
after Dr. J. W . Truax was called and 
found Mr. Hunter with a temperature 
of 104 and complaining of a headache, i 
The symptoms at. that time resembled i 
those of influenza. 
A few hours later! 
his joints began to swell, and a purp-j 
lish rash appeared over his body, the j 
spotehes ranging in size from a pin- j 
head to about a half inch in diameter, j 
All possible treatment 
was 
given 
and the patient gradually improved un­ 
til Friday night, when he sat up in! 
bed and at that, time his temperature j 
had been reduced to 99*. Meantime the 
rash on his body had disappeared. But 
on awakening Saturday morning, Mrs.* 
Hunter found her husband in a stupor,; 
from which he roused at intervals for, 
very brief peirods, when lie could talk! 
to her. Again the physician was called' 
and others were summoned in consul-1 
tation and every known treatment giv-! 
en hut Mr. Hunter gradually sank un­ 
til 6 o’clock Sunday morning, when lie j 
died. 


Boy Afflicted on Saturday 


Stanley, the boy. did not become af-! 
flieted until Saturday morning about; 
10 o’clock, and up to that time had ap­ 
peared in the best o health. Saturday! 
morning he was sent down stairs on 
an errand, and could hardly get up the 
stairs again. 
He complained of being 
all worn out. 
Again the physician was 
called, and found the lad in a state of 
collapse, V ery pale, and also with a 
temperature of 104. 
About 10 o’clock 
Saturday evening the purple rash also 
appeared on the boy’s body and an 
hour later he died, apparently being in 
no condition to withstand the acute 
stage of the malady. 
On account of the peculiar features 
of the case. Dr. Truax notified Gavin | 
.T. Telfer of Los Angeles, district health 
officer of the State Board of Health, j 
who spent several hours Sunday inves­ 
tigating the case, examining the bodies, 
and took pictures of the rash remain­ 
ing on the boy’s body. Telfer, too, was 
unable to determine the cause of death 
and arranged a conference of other 
physicians and exnerts today.

! Latest figures show the consumption of 
| malt liquors in the United States as 
2.053,457,000 gallons; 
wines, 52.418,- 
000 gallons and alcohol, 146,397,000 gal­ 
lons. These figures probably have been 
reduced during the last year because 
of rapid advance of prohibition. 
Achievement of national prohibition 
I has been one of the most spectacular, 
as well as one of the longest reform 
movements, in American history.

This lax enforcement

Nation, noted prohibition advocate, on 
her famous saloon em shiug career. 
Armed with an axe. she demolished the 
fixtures of several Kansas saloons run­ 
ning wide open in violation of tlie state 
law. 
Her success at breaking up Kan­ 
sas saloons, with an extensive propa­ 
ganda campaign, caust I her to contin­ 
ue her bar smashing in other states. 
North 
Dakota 
followed 
Kansas, 
adopting prohibition in 1889. and was 
the first stan* to call a special session 
of the legislature for the ratification of 
the federal amendment. 
The scattering 
prohibition 
efforts 
had little effect on the consumption o: 
liquor. 
Served as a part of the gov­ 
ernment ration to soldiers during the 
civil war. the annual per capita con­ 
sumption gradualh ( limbed from about 
6.5 gallons in 186u, until it, reached al

CAUSES FOR GEAR T R O U B L E 
On the car which has been operated 
for some months the 
it e r a t o r fre­ 
quently finds that gear changing can­ 
not be accomplished 
without noise.

nect od on )>oih sides by an architectur­ 
al #creen on which is placed the sta­ 
tions of the Allies, the upper part of 
the picture above the screen represent­ 
ing as closely as possible in perspec­ 
tive the true typography of ihe eastern 
front. The principal position before the 
stoq s of the large ibuilding is given to 
the famous French seventy-five gun 
resting on the fallen standards of the 
central empires. 
This is 
the 
only 
reference made to 
the 
enemy, 
ihe 
whole keynote of the entire composi­ 
tion beir.tr glorification. . 
To the right of the gun with gold 
braid on his sleeve is Col. l>eiK>rt, who 
had a great deal to do with the de 
velopment of the seventy-five, which 
had to he done in absolute secrecy on 
account of the Germans going to greaf 
pains ;o obtain details of its assembly. 
Col. Deport is explaining his 
gun 
to 
President Poincare of the French re­ 
public and the president of the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies. 
To the left of the 
gun are officers of the fortified city of 
Paris headed In General Gallieni 
It 
was he who loaded the Paris garrison 
into taxi cabs, drove them across the 
citv and threw them into action at the 
first battle of the Marne. Balancing 
this group, on the other side of the 
gun, in civilian clothes, is the political 
body of France, headed by M. Clernen- 
ceau with a rm s tolded. Directly below 
the center of the station is Marshal 
Joffre, on his left is Marshal Foch and 
on his tight, Castelon. General Petain 
stands lo tne right of this group on the 
third bottom step in light blue uni­ 
form. 
On the bottom step and to the 
left of tlie center, wearing a dark blue 
uniform, and many decorations, is the 
immortal Cuynemer, the French Ace 
of Aces, a Poy of 20, refused admission 
to the service four times at the begin­ 
ning of the war on account of physical 
disability, who later managed to get 
into the aviation corps as a mechanic 
and became a fiver.

Eat h of the 50<)0 characters 
on the steps is an actual portrait, each 
with its own distinctive individuality 
and each with its own story of valor. 
In the right foreground are the Moroc­ 
co troops in native costume, members 
ot the Foreign Legion. Behind them in 
mass formation, coming over the hill 
are the Blue Devils. 
Tanks, engines, 
ar;iller\ and 
pontoon-bridge 
detach­ 
ments and as far as tiie eye can reach, 
on the roads you see dust clouds rising, 
under which are marching troops 
or 
cannon trains outlined in the sky. 
To the right of tlie section devoted 
to France, Great Britain is represent­ 
ed. In this portion of ibe picture the 
King if England is in the center of the 
group in the uniform of a British ad 
niiral.

M oles with folded arms, also a group 
of nav\ officials, among whom are Ad­ 
m iral; .Jellico, Beatt\ and Kayes.

mountain 
artillery /equipment 
and 
t\ iiifies difficulties of the campaign in 
the high mountains of Italy. To the 
left of the King ami. on the first step, 
waving his hat, is the p o et aviator of 
Italy, c.’Annunifiio. 
It was he who flew ' 
over Vienna and dropped peace propa­ 
ganda. 
Back of him are members of 
the Garahaldi famih and still farther 
to the left and back several other fig­ 
ures of prominence. 
W e have now roam to the “ Moslem 
of the Bead.’’ It is a monument glori­ 
fy ing those who have made tlie su­ 
premo sacrifice. 
Superimposed are six

has set Russia afire,

means destruction or purification for 
the country, To the left of the statue 
in the center of the group is the late 
Czar, in front of him his son and heir, 
and on his left Die tall 
figure 
with 
gray beard is Grand Duke 
Nicholas,

Russian forces early in the war. To­ 
ward the froeground are two priests 
of the Greek Orthodox church.’ They 
represent Hie unity of

state under the old regime.

King is standing on the top step whib 
on the step below and to his right b 
the Queen. Largely through her in flit 
eiice lie took sides with 
the 
Allies. 
She. is first cousin to King George 
of 
England. To the King’s left is a group 
of peasants appealing to him to take 
the same stand that the Queen had 
taken and to wage war with the Allies 
against the common enemy. 
Farther 
to the left are Alsace and 
Lorraine 
standing hand in hand. To their rear 
is a shadowy figure against a pedestal. 
It is the ghost of the poet of Lorraine, 
Paul Derotiledes, a man (who for years 
had predicted that Germany intended 
invading France and had urged her to 
ever keep prepared. He died just be­ 
fore the beginning of the war. To the 
right are horsemen, in the foreground 
advancing toward the 
“ Pantheon 
of 
G lory" and hack of 
them 
are 
tlif 
French Marines who fought at Ver-j 
dim. 
To the right of them in khaki 
are the French Colonials. 
I am told 
that tlie Foreign Legion is represented 
here and behind are Die poilus. In the 
foreground with mud of ’he trenches 
on their coats carrying flags, are the 
'Standard Rearers ot’ France.

HOW AND WHY IT HELPS TO K:-EP THE ENGINE COOL 


AND PREVENTS THE FORMA TION OF CARBON.

"W ate r introduced into a gasoline engine shows an effect more 
or less pronounced on F IR S T, the cooling; SECOND , the lubrica­ 
tion; TH IRD , the quality of the mixture, or power of the engine: 
FO U RTH , the thermal efficiency or percentage of power in the fuel 
actually delivered as power; F IF TH , the carbon deposit. 


TH E E F F E C T ON C O O LIN G . 


After water reaches the boiling point, 212 (leg. Fahr., In order 
to be turned into steam of the same tempo rature. some five times as 
much heat is required to change the watt >r into steam, as to raise 
the same amount of water from the* freuzing point to the boiling 
point. 
It is thus apparent that even i 
small amount of water 
thrown in with the charge w ill absorb a large amount of heat from 
the metal of the piston and exhaust valve when turned into steam. 
There is no question hut that a well-regulated amount of moist­ 
ure in the charge would maintain a mote uniform temperature of 
the cylinders, pistons and valves. 


TO H E L P L U B R IC A TIO N . 


W ater has Considerable lubrication dualities in itself; the cyl­ 
inders of some steam engines are entim ly lubricated by the water 
of condensation. 
W ater on the cylinders or piston walls would 
benefit the lubrication both by its own action and by reducing the 
amount of oil burnt or vaporized before it was "worn out.” 
A small amount of moisture seems lo have a noticeable effect 
on the mixture. 
This is noticed when driving a car from a dry 
atmosphere to the moist air adjacent to water-falls or rapids, or in 
the evening dew. 
M y experience has been that injecting water as a fine spray is 
the best way in which to add the moisture and that on the flexible 
automobile engine some means for autom atically shutting off the 
water on closed throttle is necessary fot* Us successful use. 


HO W C A RBO N IS R E M O V E D . 


When steam is brought into contact with glowing carbon, water 
gas is formed. 
This is composed of hydrogen and carbon. 
The 
steam is decomposed by the carbon and ts broken up into its consti­ 
tuent elements, hydrogen and oxygen. 
The free oxygen then com­ 
bines with the carbon. 
This is supposed to happen in an automo­ 
bile or other internal combustion engine. 
As soon as the carbon 
heats to a redness it is consumed by the free oxygen liberated from 
the steam. 
Carbon in the engine does no harm until it accumulates 
to a considerable quantity; before w hicii time, if moisture in suffi­ 
cient amount has been present in the charge, it w ill have disap­ 
peared. 
W hile steam is undoubtedly tt.e condition of the moisture 
at the time of final action, I find that it makes no difference whether 
it is fed into the charge as steam or as water. 
If the latter, as soon 
as it is exposed to the heat inside o'i. the cylinder its condition 
would be the same as if fed as steam. 


C O N C LU SIO N S. 


To summarize, a small amount of moisture in the charge when 
the engine is working: 
1st. Aids cooling. 
2nd, Economizes on oil consumption, 
3rd, Gives better lubrication. 
4th,Increases the power of the engine. 
5th, Elim inates Carbon.
